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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Applicant's amendments and arguments, filed 08/23/10 have overcome the rejections of 
the office action mailed 05/28/10. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner has found 
claims 21 and 22 to be unobvious over the prior art of record and therefore to be allowable over 
the prior art of record. The present invention relates to a method of increasing bone growth in a 
subject in need thereof at a tissue site of desired bone growth comprising the step of applying 
onto said site an injectable liquid composition comprising an effective amount of a mixture of 
hyaluronic acid, growth factor bFGF and cxcipicnts to maintain biological activity of said factor, 
said composition being sufficient to enhance bone growth rate and magnitude and having a 
viscosity and biodegradability sufficient to persist at said site for a period of time sufficient to 
enhance said bone growth rate and magnitude. The method of the present invention is not taught 
or suggested in the prior art and is not obvious over the prior art. 

In addition, it should be noted that terminal disclaimers which disclaim three patents, 
6,221,854; 5,942,499; and 6,703,377 have been previously recorded and approved or accepted.
